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Under the magnificent periftyle of 
the noble Aervis, two lateral doors 
have. been walled up. Two great 
tablets, .deftined to bear infcripuons 
derived from legendary lore, have 
been pulled down, together with the 
analogous baffo-rilievos; and . their 
places have been fupplied OY two 
groups and two ftatues of colofial fize, 
with fine baffo-rilievos fuited to the 
new plan. ‘The infcription ‘ French 
Pantheon, third year of iiberty,’ will 
be canceled when the public ear -is 
fuficiently familjarifed to the new 
name of this monument; and the 
date of ws foundation wiil alone be 
{uéfered toremain, as on the ancient 
temples. The four flatues, which 
are at prefent but of plafter, but 
which will be fucceeded by marble 
as well as. the, baflo- 
rilievos and infcriptions, too — inte- 
refting to be paffled over unnoticed.

At the fame time lie had atta 
Voltaire, and oppofed his inaugura-~ 
tion, in the Pantheon ;.by which con- 
duct he completely incenfed the lire- 
rati. On the day of the debate in 
the council of the five hundred, [ 
dined with Mercier in company with 
feveral deputies and men of letters, 
who were more powertul alverlatics 
than Chenier had proved himfelf ig 
the council. Mercier—~a man of true 
fenfibilny, eftimable in every point 
of views: and who may juftly be 
confidered as one of the moft virtuous ©. 
members of the national reprefintat- 
on—was feverely taizen in tafk for his 
invective, and explicitly challenged 
to produce better arguments than thofe 
and finding: himéelf here deftitute of 
all adventitious aidno tribute at 
hand—no prefident to protect him 
from interruption in ‘his‘difcourfe— 
with fomething ef a hefitation invhis 
{peechs-he a emmbatie o. de~ 
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érful affailants, Le Roi, Foutteoy;

Thefe, with a keen fabré, and two 
uns, like Robinfon Crufoe, wereall 
Fis obi ; with which, and his courage 
in defcending into the plains, and 
plundering to fupply his wants, and 
his {kill in retreating into difficult fatt- 
neffes, commanding the only acceéfs to 
them, where none dared to follow 
him, he terrified the inhabitants, and 
fet the civil power, and the neighbour- 
ing militia of that ifland, at defiance, 
for two years. 

He had neither accomplicés, nor 
affociate. ‘There were a few runaway 
negroes in the woods near Moune 
Libanus, the place of his retreat; but 
he had croffed their foreheads with 
fume of the magic in his horn, and 
they could not betray him. but he 
truffed no one. He fcorned affiftance. 
He afcended above Spartacus: He 
robbed alone; fought all his battles 
alone ; and always killed Ins pur- 
fuers. 

By his magic, he was mot only the 
dread of the negroes, but there wefe 
many white people who believed he 
was poflefled of fome fupernatural 
power. In hot climates, females 
marry very young ; and often with 
great difparicy of age. Here Jack 
was the author of many troubles :— 
for feveral matches proved unhappy. 
‘Give a dog an iil-name, and hang 
him.’ Clamours tofe on clamours 
againft the cruel forcefer: and every 
cenjugal mifhap was laid at the door 
of Jack’s fpell on the wedding-day. 
God knows, poor Jack had firs 
enough of his own to carry, without 
loading him with the fins of others. 
He would fooner have made a Medean 
cauldron for the whole ifland, than 
difturb one lady’s happinefs. He had 
may opportunities; and, though he 
had a mortal hatred to white men, he 
was never knownto hurt a child, or 
abufe a woman. 

But even Jack himfelf was born te 
che.

Reeder and Sam, tired with this 
snode of war, refolved on proceeding 
miearch of his retreat, and taking 
him, by ftorming it, or perif{bing in 
the attempt. ‘They took with them a 
litthe boy, a preperfpirit, anda good 
fhot, and lett the reft of the party. 
Thefe three, whom I well! kuew, had 
not been long feparated, before their 
cunning eyes diicovered, by imprel- 
fons among the weeds and buthes, 
that fome perfon mult have lately been 
thatway.

he received all fuitors at his office. 
Every perfon on bufinefs had eafy ac- 
celsto him. His attention to the ap- 
plication made to him by thofe who 
had claims on his patronage, when a 
worthy object was recommended, de- 
ferves the moft unqualified approba- 
tion of the public, and the imitation 
of every one placed in the high offices 
of ftate. In conformity with this 
condefcending attention he was ever

So that when in the courfe of about 
twelve years he refigned his place,

In 1782 lord Sandwich quitted his 
ofhce ; butin the fame year, on the 
coalition miniftry resent he took 
a place of lefs refponfibility, that of 
ranger of the parks, which he held 
until that unnatural affociation was 
diflolved by the appointment of Mr. 
Pitt’s adminiftration. 

From this time lord Sandwich 
took but little concern in public af- 
fairs ; a few months before his death 
his health declined; and, after lin- 
gering fome time, he expired, 30th 
April 1792, with perfect compoture 
and refignation ; and his biographer 
hasdone no more than juftice to him 
in the following character.

WALKER’S HIBERNIAN: MAGAZINF, 
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FRANCE. 
E were able in our jaft to notice only in a 
brief manner the vidtory gained by general 
Suwarrow over the French, in the batile of the 
27th of lat April, near Milan. Field 
marfhal count Suwarrow refolved on the 
27th to force the paflage of that river : with this 
intention, part of hisarmy pafied the river in 
the night, near Brivio, by means of a fying. 
bridge, which bad bern nearly deftroyed by the 
enemy, but was quickly repaired, and took a_ 
pofition on the right bank, near Biivio, fending 
his patroles towards Ogiliate and Garlote, where 
they met with the enemy. An Aultrian ca- 
luma arrived at nine o’clock in the evening, of 
she 26th, behigd the village of Gervaito, op-, 
pofite to Treszo. Between that time and five 
the next morning, a bridge over theriver was 
sompleted ; and foon afterwards myor Re.zer, 
with fix companies gf chafleurs and a.Ruihan re- 
giment pailed the Adda, and having joined the 
other forces, which had pafled io. another quarter, 
fell upoa the French in and behind Trezzo, who 
had confidered u as an impoflibie effort to coa-, 
itruét a bridge, and had not the lealt notice of 
x. The baitle was very obitinate, the enemy, 
took poll between Porge and Brivio where chey 
were moft vigoroufly attacked. The French 
about this time having received reiaforcem nts 
from geoeral Victor's divifion, wete on the point 
of turning Suwarrow’s right wing, and the, Bat- 
nat battalion had begun tu give way, when ge- 
neral Chafielier led up fome other columns, and 
fell epen the enemy's Icft flank, which was 
tutally routed, and the huilurs having broken 
through the French, made three hundred prifon- 
ers, and cut two hundred to picees.

Cavatini to 
attack them at Rigatz, from whence they were 
driven with confiderable lofs. The Auftrians 
enterej St. Gall on the 20th wf May, and found 
between that place and Rheineck thirteen pieces 
of ordnance, befides a confiderable quantity of 
ammunition, which the French had abandoned in 
their retreat. On the whole, their lofs in this 
quarier, fromthe 14th) tothe 22adof My, ex- 
clufive of kilie! and wounded, was eft.mated 
by the Au@rian account at four thoufand pie 
ers, and thirty-fix pieces of cannon.

Collot applauded the principles upon which 
the liberty of the prefs was founded, but difap- 
proved of the plan of Berther as inadequate and 
impracticable. Creuge Latouche thought alfe 
that Ber:lier’s. plaw wduld. not remedm@ the evils 
complained of and would produce a crowd of ine 
conveniences, but the reftraine being taken off 
would afford a greater latitude to the agents of 
England and Auitria, to undermine the contti- 
tution through the medium of the prefs, and 
particatarly the diurnal prints, at in the fifth 
year, when lord Meeme paid them 50,00@ 
francs.

Here applaufes refounded 
fronf the galleries.

EING his m»jefty’s birth day, the feveral 
affociations of the metropolis and its neigh- 
bourhood, confifting of fixty-five well-equipped 
corps, and amounting to upwards of 8000 efiec- 
tive men, aflembled in Hyde Park, where they 
were reviewed by the king. 

About ten minutes paft nine his majefty ap- 
peared, attended by the prince of Wales, the 
dukes of York, Kent, Cumberland, and Glou- 
cefter, a number of general officers, and a for- 
midable detachment of the life guards. The 
line being formed, a cannon was firedy to ane 
nounce the approach of the king: on which all 
the corps immediately fhouldered in perfeét order, 
and the artillery (ben fired a royal falute of twen- 
ty-one guns. A fecond gun was fired on his 
majeity’s arrivalin frout of the line, and each 
corps immediately prefented arms, with drums 
beating and mufic playing. A third cannon was 
fired, as the fignal fer fhouldering, which was 
promptly obeyed. tis majefty having pafled 
along the line, and returned by a central point in 
front, a fourth cannon was fired. as a fignal to 
joad 3 and upon the fifth gun being firedy the 
different corps began to fire voilies in fucceflion 
from right to left. The fame loading and firing 
were repeated, upon the fixth dnd feventh can- 
mons being fired: in all filty-nine rounds. On 
the cighth cannon being fired, three cheers were 
given, and the mufic played * God Save the 
King.” The corps then paffed his majefty in 
grand divifions, in a mott excellent manner, un- 
cer the direction of general Dundas, who heed- 
ed them on horfeback ; after which they filed 
olf co the {tations refpettively allotted for them. 
The whole of the evolutions pointed out to them 
in the general orders having been performed, and 
another royal falute of twenty-one guns fired, 
his majefty, after expreffing the highett (atisfac- 
tion at the martial appearance and cxcellent con. 
dwt of this royal and patriotic army, departed 
from the ground at aquarter before one, amidit 





the poyous dhowts and affectionate grectings of 
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the people, who affembled on the occafion te 
the amount of upwards of 100,000 including 
all the beauty and fathion of the meiropolis. The 
fight was truly grand and highly grateful ; and, 
norwithftanding the evolations were confiderably 
impeded. by the high wind and fome rain, the 
whole were performed in a manner that reflets 
much credit upon every corps prefent, whole 
conduct fully entitles them to the very handfome 
compliment of bis royal highnefs the commander 
in chief, paid them by order of his mojeity, ia 
the gazette of that evening.

THE LATE PROVOST. 

Monday morning, bewween ten and eleven 
o'clock, the remains of Dr. Murray, late Provott 
of ovr Univerfity, were interred in the vaults of 
the College Chapel, with all the folemniry fuited 
to the occafion, and with all that fincere forrow 
which the remembrance of his virtues fo juflly 
infpired. The body was brought from the Pro- 
woli’s hoefe to the Chapel, through the corridor 
which communicates with the board-room, and 


was encicf-d in three coffins, the first of cedar + 


wood, the fecona of lead, and the third oak, 
which was covered with rich velvete—the clefps 
and infcription plate were gilt, and by the latter 
it appeared that the deceafed died in the 73d year 
of his age. The pall was.born by fix bithops, 
among whom we recognized thole of Kullaia, 
Kiilaiee, Cork, and Clonfert. The arder of the 
proceilion was as foliows—-the porters and other 
fubordipate officers preceded; next to theie fob- 
lowed the icholars of the houfe, matters, bache- 
lors, and fiudents~then followed the biey, and 
lafily the vice-provoit, anc fenior and jenior 
fcliows—all were habited in the coftume of the 
univerfity. 

As the proceffion entered the chepel, a folemn 
bymn, fung by the choir and accompanied on the 
organ, was commenced, and had a mott awful and 
interciting effeét: the fervice of the dead was 
folemnly and feelingly read by Dr. Miller, and a 
fine Latin oration, of which the deceafed was the 
fubjett, was forcibly and elegantly delivered by 
D:. Hall. The entire forms of interment con- 
duced ftirongly to infpire fenfations mot affeQing, 
awiul, and fublime. 

July 3] Monday being the anniverfary of the 
battic of the Boyne, u was oblerved by feyeral 
of the ycomen corps, who fired a few de joie at 
Stephen's-green.

A refolution which had pafled for granting thg 
freedom of the city to counfellor Saurin, together 
with an appropriate addrefs, having been returned 
from the board of aldermen, affenting only to the 
freedom of the city being given, unaccompafied 
by the addrefs. sie 

Mr. Howifon faid, that the anfwer returned by _, 
the board of aldermen, i!] accorded with that de- 
cided tone, with which, on a former occafion the. 
corporation of the ¢ity of Dublin, had expreffed 
its reprobation of an union. Mr. Sauria had
